Formerly airm ail carriers were re­ 
quired to keep what was known as a 
carrier's route book 
or 
routs 
di­ 
rectory in w hich all the names an I ad­ 
dresses of persons residing along 
a 
certain 
route 
were 
listed. 
When 
regular carriers were off duty 
this 
book w*as used by substitute carriers 
and made certain the delivery of mail 
which was not addressed to street and 
number. 
The new 
ruling 
by the 
Washington departm ent relieves the 
carriers of this duty because it was 
found to take up too much of their 
time. 
No Record Kept 
Hereafter the carriers will not keep 
a record 
of 
residents along their 
routes and when substitute carriers 
are working on unfam iliar routes let­ 
ters not addressed to striet and num­ 
ber of house may be delayed. 
The 
only records w’hich canners will keep 
in the future will be changes of ad­ 
dress. 
Persons 
who change their 
residence should notify the carrier or 
postoffice. 
It is important that in the future 
all mail be addressed with street and 
number of house, this including busi­ 
ness firms. 
Some improvement has 
been noticed along this line by Get­ 
tysburg postoffice workers, but more 
is desired.

will be ready for submission to the 
voters, 
passage by two successive 
, legislatures being necessary 
before 
they can be submitted. 
Four of the proposed amendments 
would provide for a total of $73,000,- 
000 of state bonds, including $35,000,- 
090 for payment of bonuses to vet- 
j erans of the World War; $25,000,000 
for reforestation purposes; $5,000,- 
• OOO for erecting and equipping Penn­ 
sylvania National Guard armories and 
$8,000,000 for erecting and equipping 
buildings at Pennsylvania State Col­ 
lege. 
The last three amendments 
were passel by the 1923 session for 
the first time. 
Soldier Bonus 
The session two years ago passed 
the amendment, providing for pay­ 
ment of a bonus to soldiers, but a t­ 
tached to it was an 
Enabling 
act 
which prohibited submission until the 
general election of 1924. 
Tile amend­ 
ment was attacked on the ground that, 
as the constitution had been amended 
in 1923 by passage of the $50,000,000 
road bonds, submission in 1924 would 
violate that sectiop of the constitu­ 
tion prohibiting amendments oftener 
than once in five years. 
This con­ 
tention was upheld by the supreme 
court, which made necessary resub­ 
mission to the Legislature for ap­ 
ii rova I.

would provide for absentee voting. 
The 1923 session passed an absentee
